REPORT  TO  THE  LISTENER 

Four  years  and  49  days  ago.  .  .  . 

Is  it  really  possible  that  I  have  been 
General  Manager  of  KPFK  for  one 
out  of  every  four  days  the  station 
has  been  on  the  air? 

The  question  is:    What  does  KPFK 
and  the  listener  have  to  show  for 
the  experience? 

Stability  for  one.  Growth  for  another. 
Professionalism  without  slickness.  And, 
upon  occasion,  excitement. 

First  came  stability.    Actually,  first 
came  Ruth  Hirschman,  Program  Direc- 
tor.   She  was  re-discovered  by  Elsa 
Knight  Thompson,  and  was  my  first 
staff  hire.    Two  Ohio  State  Awards, 
three  Major  Armstrong  Merit  Cer- 
tificates, one  National  CPB  Award 
and  four  "Golden  Mikes"  later,  she 
still  strives  to  meet  her  own  high 
standards  for  content  and  style. 

Stability  means  having  people  around 
long  enough  so  that  their  talent  and 
abilities  have  a  chance  to  develop. 
David  Cloud,  Barbara  Cady,  Mike 
Hodel  and  Barbara  Spark  (sic)  are 
KPFK  veterans  whose  names  come 
immediately  to  mind.    More  recently, 
it's  been  Roy  Tuckman  (sic)  and 
Lucia  Chappelle. 

Growth  has  come  in  the  Increase  in 
listener-sponsorship.    From  a  low 
of  8500  in  the  summer  of  1971  to  a 
range  of  12,000  to  14,000  in  1975. 
Growth  in  listener-sponsorship  exceeds 
50%.    Moreover,  nearly  one  in  three 
subscribers  gives  KPFK  $60  or  more. 
Professionalism.    Under  my  steward- 
ship more  dollars  and  more  staff 
have  been  allocated  to  the  news 
department  than  at  any  other  Pacifica 
station.    Thanks  to  Carol  Breshears 
and  David  Boxall  you  can  hear  the 
difference. 

Without  slickness.  KPFK  is  still  its 
informal,  anything-can-happen-and- 
does  self.  Honesty  and  a  sense-of- 
humor  are  still  readily  expressed  by 
on-air  volunteers  and  staffers  alike- 
especially  when  something  technical 
goes  wrong. 

As  I  start  my  fifth  year  at  KPFK, 
I'm  convinced  that  1975-76  will 
be  a  watershed  year.    A  revitalized 
advisory  board  has  launched  an 
Expansion  Fund  Campaign  (de- 
tails beginning  on  page  5)  that 
calls  for  $227,000  in  capital  funds 
and  25,000  listener-sponsors  by 
the  Bicentennial! 

Like  every  great  journey,  this  one,

LIES  MY  FATHER  TOLD  ME  is  a  far  cry  from  tlie  visions  of  violence  and  apocalypse 
which  have  recently  been  so  common  on  the  silver  screen.    It's  a  simple  and  touching 
comedy-drama  of  the  most  important  year  in  the  childhood  of  a  six-year-old  boy  named 
David  during  the  late  1920's  in  IVIontreal,  Canada. 

David  Herman's  family  is  first-generation  Russian-Jewishi  in  a  modest  immigrant  neighbor- 
hood, where  David  lives  with  his  parents,  Harry  and  Annie,  who  were  born  there,  and  his 
grandfather,  his  Zaida,  who  emigrated  from  Russia  in  1880. 

Harry  is  a  modern,  materialistic  man  who  dreams  of  becoming  rich  by  designing  "the  in- 
ventions the  world  is  waiting  for."    Zaida  is  a  humble  man,  a  junk  dealer  who  makes  his 
living  by  buying  and  selling  rags,  old  clothes,  and  bottles,  and  who  waits  for  the  peace  and 
love  which  will  come  into  the  world  when  the  Messiah  arrives.    Young  David  is  caught  be- 
tween his  father  who  wants  him  to  succeed  and  his  grandfather  who  wants  him  to  love. 

Since  Ted  Allan's  autobiographical  short  story,  "Lies  My  Father  Told  Me"  first  appeared 
in  print  in  1949,  it  has  seen  repeated  International  success,  first  on  radio,  later  dramatized 
on  television.    The  author  reminds  us,  that  for  better  or  for  worse,  we  are  very  young 
when  we  meet  the  people  who  show  us  how  and  why  to  live. 

"Lies.  .  ."  was  directed  by  Jan  Kadar,  best  known  here  for  his  memorable.  Academy  Award 
winning  film,  'The  Shop  on  Main  Street."

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The 

Gentlemen 
Killers  Of 
The  CIA

In  the  old  days,  when  I  was  occa- 
sionally invited  to  drop  in  for  a 
chat  with  Allen  Dulles,  the  CIA 
was  housed  in  a  rambling  group  of 
brick  Victorian  buildings  on  a  small 
hill  overlooking  Foggy  Bottom, 
where  the  palatial  new  State  Depart- 
ment building  had  recently  gone  up. 

Those  visits  were  like  a  quiet  page 
out  of  Agatha  Christie.  There  would 
be  a  flat-voiced  telephone  call  from 
a  man  named  Colonel  Stanley  Gro- 
gan,  who  served  as  Dulles's  press 
attache'  (although  noone  thought 
of  calling  him  that-there  was 
nothing  so  vulgar  as  public  relations 
in  Dulles's  CIA).   The  director,  Gro- 
gan  would  say,  had  heard  that  I 
was  back  from  Moscow.  .  .  He'd 
be  terribly  pleased  to  have  my 
impressions  of  how  things  were 
going  over  there. 

In  due  course,  a  quiet  car  and  chauf- 
feur would  pick  me  up.  After  a  brief 
stop  at  an  inconspicuous  gatehouse 
sign  posted  Department  of  the  Navy, 
Medical  Research,  where  a  guard 
would  clear  me,  we  would  go  on  up 
the  circular  driveway,  almost  to  the 
top  of  the  hill,  and  pause  at  the  en- 
trance of  a  building  whose  peculiar 
sight  lines  made  it  invisible  from  the 
street. 

The  motherly  receptionist  would 
greet  me  in  the  entrance  hall  and  then 
Colonel  Grogan  would  usher  me  into  a 
pleasant  waiting  room  with  Hepple- 
white  chairs  and  a  Queen  Anne  sofa 
and  make  a  bit  of  small  talk  about 
the  weather  or  football  (never 
baseball— baseball,  it  was  clear,  was 
not  the  thing  In  the  CIA). 

The  short  wait  for  Dulles  gave  him 
a  chance  to  apologize  to  me  and  to 
express  his  pleasure  that  I  had  been 
able  to  find  time  to  drop  by.  There 
were  always  others  with  him,  tweedy 
men  like  Dulles— and  you  knew  that 
these  were  excellent  tweeds,  but 
by  good  London  tailors  or  by  Brooks. 
And  the  men's  faces  were  lean,  hand- 
some faces,  the  kind  you  saw  in  good 
whiskey  ads,  leaning  indolently  be- 
side tall  fireplaces  in  English  country 
houses  or  perhaps  their  Long  Island 
equivalents. 


Allen  Dulles's  office  suited  its  occupant. 
No  clutter,  a  fire  in  the  fireplace  except 
during  the  hottest  Washington  Julys. 
(Did  he  chuck  his  most  secret  notes 
into  the  flames  and  watch  them  burn?) 
There  were  no  windows  behind  the 
director's  desk,  so  that  his  back  was  to 
a  blank  wall.  To  one  side,  there 
was  a  window  that  seemed  to  face 
outside  but  through  which  you  could 
not  really  see  anything  except  some 
shrub  plantings  (and  this,  I  was  cer- 
tain, was  not  accidental— no  access 
would  be  provided  to  the  director's 
office  from  the  outside). 


The  conversation  in  Dulles's  office 
was  of  a  piece  with  the  setting— mel- 
low, informal,  informed,  a  conver- 
sation among  sophisticated,  rather 
world-weary  but  gentlemanly  indi- 
viduals.  No  talk  of  spies  or  dirty 
tricks  or  double  agents.   Everything 
was  nuanced,  sketched  in  quick  pen- 
cil strokes,  flavored  with  the  aroma- 
tic smoke  that  came  from  Allen 
Dulles's  pipe  (none  of  his  com- 
panions ever  seemed  to  smoke,  at 
least  in  his  presence),  wry  expres- 
sions of  the  face,  self-deprecating 
stories,  and  droll  shrugs  of  the  shoul- 
der. 


The  questions  from  Dulles  would  be 
shrewd:  Where  did  Malenkov  rank 
in  the  Kremlin  hierarchy?  Was  he 
really  being  groomed  to  take  over 
when  Stalin  died?  What  was  the  real 


reaction  in  the  Kremlin  to  the  failure 
of  the  Berlin  blockade?  Was  it  pos- 
sible that  Stalin  simply  didn't  un- 
derstand modern  air  power? 


So  the  talk  would  go,  with  occasional 
interjections  by  others  -  interjections 
a  bit  more  close  to  the  bone,  but  all 
in  the  style  set  by  Dulles.   No  voices 
were  raised,  no  harsh  opinions  ex- 
pressed; there  were  no  suggestions 

of  bloodshed,  no  hints  of  violence  or 
dark  deeds.  All  was  civilized,  even 
"clubbable."  The  men's  haberdash- 
ery was  of  a  pattern,  the  ties  diagonal 
stripes  or  simple  small  figures,  the 
colors  subdued  browns  or  heathers. 
There  were  no  sharp  edges— well- 
almost  no  sharp  edges.   Usually 
there  would  be  one  man  in  the  small 
group  who  was  silent  throughout  the 
polite  talk.   His  suit  did  not  come 
from  Brooks,   It  came  off  the  rack, 
And  his  face  did  not  come  from  the 
Ivy  League.   It  was  not  relaxed  or 
handsome.   It  was  harsh-featured 
and  there  was  likely  to  be  the  look 
of  a  weasel  in  it.  This  man  would 
sit  through  the  whole  conversation, 
his  back  to  the  wall,  saying  nothing, 
ignored  by  the  others.  When  the 
conversation  was  over  and  Allen 
Dulles  was  shaking  hands  and  ex- 
pressing his  deep  appreciation,  the 
silent  man  would  slide  into  the 
background,  saying  nothing,  not 
offering  to  shake  hands;  you  were 
walking  out,  you  would  remember 
that  he  had  never  been  introduced. 


Times  have  changed  at  the  CIA. 
Dulles  has  gone  to  his  grave.   Head- 
quarters has  moved  across  the  river 
to  the  enormous  complex  at  Lang- 
ley  (although  the  old  building  is 
still  in  use).   Bureaucracy  has  given 
the  agency  a  new  face-efficient, 
button  pushing,  computerized. 
There  is  nothing  Victorian  about 
the  director's  office  these  days.   The 
old  accents  of  Harvard  and  Brown 
and  Princeton  have  been  diluted  by 
the  bland  tones  of  Illinois.  There 
are  more  and  more  ethnics  on  the 
staff  rolls.   Recruiting  teams  work 
the  Panhandle  colleges  of  Texas 
more  vigorously  nowadays  than  the 
citadels  of  the  Northeast  Triangle. 

The  style  of  the  CIA  today  is  a 
clean  shaven,  gray-suited,  credit- 
card-carrying,  rent-a-car  business- 
man's style.  The  last  of  the  tweedy 
generation  has  almost  been  phased 
out  and  this,  too,  is  not  accidental. 

But  the  fundamental  question  remains 
what  it  has  been  all  along.  Which  is 
the  real  face  of  the  ClA-the  club- 
bable avuncular  face  of  Dulles,  or 
the  hawklike  visage  of  the  silent  man 
with  the  ill-fitting  clothes,  sug- 
gestion of  garlic  breath,  and  deft  hand 
with  a  short  angle  iron? 

Any  doubt  on  this  score— and  there 
should  have  been  no  real  doubt  from 
the  beginning— has  been  totally  era- 
dicated by  a  remarkable  stream  of 
firsthand  name-date-and-place  ac- 
counts put  down  on  paper  in  very 
recent  times  by  a  succession  of  writers 
most  of  whom  are  themselves  gradu- 
ates or  longtime  mmates  of  that  cur- 
ious human  zoo  concealed  behind  the 
three  innocuous  initials. 

The  tweeds,  the  pipe,  the  aromatic 
tobacco,  the  fine  accents  of  Boston 
and  Philadelphia  were  never  more  than 
a  con.  Just  as  the  computers,  the 
aluminum  decor,  the  Bauhaus  chairs, 
and  space  technology  of  the  new 
bureaucracy  is  a  con. 

The  real  face  of  the  CIA  is  the  man 
with  the  angle  iron.  The  enforcer. 
Of  course,  neither  the  tweedy  man 
nor  the  organization  man  of  today 
wields  the  angle  iron  or  the  silenced 
revolver  himself.  The  enforcer  is 
hired  help— as  he  is,  for  the  most 
part,  in  the  Mafia.   There  is  a  dif- 
ference. The  Mafia  enforcer  is 
killing  or  blackmailing  for  profit. 
He  is  trying  to  establish  a  monopoly 
for  the  Family.  The  CIA  men  (at 
least  those  in  tweeds  or  gray  flannel) 
have  convinced  themselves,  or  been 
convinced,  that  they  are  acting  for 
their  country-for  the  old  red,  white, 
and  blue.  The  bottom  line  at  the 
CIA  is  blackmail,  the  squeeze,  and, 
if  necessary,  killing.
